Hammond has approximately 888 certified teachers at present. 


Certified teaching personnel must qualify for appropriate Indiana teaching licenses. Certified 
administrative personnel must qualify for appropriate Indiana administrative licenses as well as 
teaching licenses. Current minimum requirements call for attainment of a Masters degree and 
three years of teaching experience. Requirements for the highest administrative positions call for 
additional training. 


In addition to the pay set forth on the teacher salary schedule, teachers are entitled to receive 
additional pay if their assignment requires additional weeks of service, if they sponsor or direct 
special activities, or if they hold coaching positions. Additional compensation may also be 
received for summer school and adult education assignments. Pay for these latter assignments is 
based on the individual teacher’s placement on the salary schedule. A teacher with a higher 
degree and a greater number of years of service receives proportionately more than a teacher with 
a lesser degree and less service.
